A very pretty little experiment which 
Illustrate* the two method* of forming 
au optical im.-fge and by way of cor¬ 
ollary illuHtnitra the eoacntlnl differ¬ 
ence between refracting and reflecting 
telescopes may be performed by any 
one who possesses a rending glass and 
a magnifying hand mixror. In a room 
that l* uot too brightly 'lllumliinted pin 
a sheet of white paper on the wall op¬ 
posite to a window that by preference 
should face tbe north or away from tbe 
position of the snn. Taking first the 
rending glass, hold It between the win¬ 
dow aud the wall iiarallel to the sheet 
of paper nnd a foot or more distant 
from the latter. By moving it to and 
fro a little yon will be able to find a 
dUtnm-e corresponding to the focal 
length of the lens, at which a picture 
of the window Is formed on the pa|M>r. 
Tills picture, or image, will I* ui*ddfr 
down because tbe rays of light crow 
at the focus. By moving the glass a 
little closer to the wall yon will cause 
the picture of tbe window tb hemme 
Indistinct, while a beautiful Image of 
the houses, trees or cth •: objects cf the 
outdoor work! Iieyond will l>e f<irnied 
upou the paper. We thus learn that the 
I distune* of the Image from the lens va¬ 
ries, with the distance of the object 
whose Image UTnruffal. In precisely a 
similar manner au Image I* formed ut 
the focus of the object glass «f a re- 
I fracting telescope. 

Take urxt your magnifying or con¬ 
cave mirror, and, detaching the sheet* 
of paper from tl»e wall, hold It nenrly 
in front of the mirror between tbe Int- 
| ter and the window. JVlieu you have 
i adjusted the distance to the focal 
J length of the mirror, you will see au 
image of the wludow projected on the 
pa|ter. By varyiug the d(*lun<-» ns I**- 
! fore you will he aide to produce at will 
pictures of uearer or more remote ob¬ 
ject#. It is in this way thaMniugV* arc 
formed at the locus of the mirror of h 
reflect lug «ele*cniN>.

Royalty lu times past has hod many 
an accomplished epicure as teamed lu 
culinary lore aa In tbe practice of the 
culsloe. It was Henry de Valoe who 
brought Into fashion aromatic sauces 
aud rarioua spice dainties. Inheriting 
bis taste for cooking from Catherine de' 
Medici, who introduced Into France uot 
ouly Ices, but much of tbe culluaty art 
from Italy.’ 

Louis XIV. was devoted to gastron¬ 
omy, and for his use liquors were in¬ 
vented In life old age.,when. It la said, 
he could scarcely eiulut/ existence 
without a succession of artificial stitn- 
ulauta. But the pertinacity with 
which Charles V. of Hpaln gratified bis 
appetite under all circumstauces rival¬ 
ed even that of Frederick tbe Great. 
Before rising lu tbe morning potted 
eapous were usually served to him. 
prepared with sugar, milk and spices, 
iced beer being one of his favorite 
drinks. Flab. too. of every kiud was to 
his taste, eels, frogs and oysters occu¬ 
pying a prominent place In the royal 
bill of fare. Frederick the Great was 
food of highly- seasoned meats aud had 
a strong predilection for. Italian or 
French made dltbes. It was Ida habit 
duriug dinner to make ptmcll mark* 
against tbe different Items of the bill 
I of fare, to which he referred when 
conversing afterward with the taaltre 
d'hotel. 

Wheu the Due d'Esrars aud bis royal 
master. Louis XVIII.. were closeted to¬ 
gether to talk over a dish tb# minuter* 
were kept waiting In tbe antechamber, 
and tbe next day this notice regularly 
appeared In tbe official Journals: "M. le 
Due d'Kacara a truvallle dans le cab- j 
iuet." It may be added that Louis 
XVIII. bad Invented the "truffles a la 
ppree d'ortoiuns." aud, reluctant to 
disclose the secret, be Invariably pre¬ 
pared the dlab with his own bauds, 
assisted'by the duke. Another epicu¬ 
rean or tbe first order was tl»e Polish 
Kiug KfauUlutia Leaxlnakl. who Invent¬ 
ed mauy a new dish and vastly im¬ 
proved tbe style of cooking, astonish¬ 
ing the Lorralneva, nuiong other thing*, 
by having served ap at bis table dishes 
of meat with fruits, both of which had 
been cooked t< get her. Geese which 
had been plucked when alive, tbeu 
whippet! to death, and marinecs were 
set down lu Ilia bill of fare as foreign 
birds, aud after a somewhat similar j 
fashion turkeys were transformed Into 
"coqs Ue brtiyeres" and were served nt 
the table buried under the strohg 
smelllug herbs of Ix>rralne. One year 
was remarkable for tbe entire fsllnre 
of tbe fruit crop, but HtanUlnns would 
not be deprived of bis dessert, for. 
turning bis attention to confectionery, 
be substituted composition* of sugared 
vegetables, especially of turnips — Lon¬ 
don Ktundarri.
